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c) reacting said 2S, 3S 2-[a-(2-ethoxy-phenoxy)-benzyl]-morpholine with fumar i c ac i d 
ef-succinic acid, respect i v el y , followed by a controlled crystallization process.

related spectrum disorders, oppositional defiant disorder, panic disorder, peripheral neuropathy, 
diabetic neuropathy, post-traumatic stress disorder, premenstrual dysphoric disorder, psychotic 
disorders, seasonal affective disorder, sleep disorders, social phobia, specific developmental 
disorders, selective serotonin reuptake inhibition (SSRI) "poop out" syndrome, and TIC 
disorders.

1 5. (New) The salt according to claim 14 which is characterized by a powder X-ray diffraction 
pattern (PXRD) which shows at least one peak selected from the group consisting of 6.45, 
12.85, 16.85, 21.20, and 24.05 degrees 29. 

16. (New) The salt according to claim 14 which is characterized by a powder X-ray diffraction 
pattern (PXRD) which shows main peaks at 6.45, 12.85, 16.85, 21.20, and 24.05 degrees 29. 
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17. (New) The salt according to Claim 16 wherein the salt has at least one further powder X- 
ray diffraction pattern (PXRD) peak selected from the group consisting of 9.00, 18.10, 30.10 and 
30.30 degrees 29. 

1 8. (New) The salt according to Claim 16 wherein the salt has at least one further powder X- 
ray diffraction pattern (PXRD) peak selected from the group consisting of 19.30, 22.05, 25.70 
and 30.90 degrees 26. 

19. (New) The salt according to Claim 14 wherein the differential scanning calorimetry (DSC) 
trace shows a sharp endotherm at 148°C. 
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
